BOADS AND DBIOOES. 


We find that under existing laws 


our roada and bridges c*n not be 
kept in a proper condition for the 
accommodation of the traveling pub- 
ic mid we recommend to our delega- 
ion ia the Legislature that they use 
heir utmost enJe-tvora to obtain the 
passage of an Act, daring the pres 
nt session of the Legislature, where- 
>y oar public roads and bridge* ou 
be more systematically and surely 
mproved. 


JUDICIAL D1STB1OT. 


Upon the subject of creating a 


separate Judicial Dictrict for Washes 
county, we are of the opinion that 
the advantages to be derived from 
such action by the Legislature are 
not sufficient to warrant the addition- 
al expense which would be incurred 
in carrying it out, and believe that a 
large majority of the (jitizens of the 
connty are opposed to sucu action. 


CRIMES A.VD PDSISHKEJTTS. 


The attention of our officers is re- 


spectfully called to the hoodlum ele- 
ment throughout the county and 
more particularly iu the towns'along 
the line cf railroads where their vo- 
cation is most exteusivaly practiced, 
and the least we. can recommend is 
that the Vagrant Act be more strictly 
enforced. In connection with this 
we wonld further say that these cases 
are entirely neglected. We notice a 
"trong desire on the part of some of 
the township offioers to burden the 
county with an endless expense iu 
pro»ecuting certain Chinese kidnap 
ping and bigamy cases brought to 
our notice and ignored, which would 
neither check the evil nor mend the 
ways of thosa arrested therefor, aud 
its practice should be discontinued.
